Hays and J. I. Wagy were unwill¬ 
ing to take responsibility of en¬ 
forcing their authority, so Senator 
Olson indicated he would seek a 
legal ruling from the attorney 
general.

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MAY RESCIND 
LEASE FOR 
AIRPORT 

Supervisors Feel Eddie 
Martin Entitled to 
Bid on Project 

The lease Orange county exe¬ 
cuted a week ago with Floyd K. 
Wright, for the county airport be¬ 
hind the Eddie Martin airport, 
may be a lease in name only— 
and next week not even that. 

The board of supervisors today 
was in a fair way to rescind its 
action in giving the lease, and to 
start all over again with its at¬ 
tempts to_ get some revenue out of 
the 60 acres it has owned for 11 
years as an idle airport. 

It came about when Martin, 
owner of the airport now in oper¬ 
ation, appeared before the board 
to protest the lease to Wright. 
Martin was out of the state when 
it was made. 

Injustice Done? 

He said he had not been in¬ 
formed, and inasmuch as the coun¬ 
ty had discussed the matter of 
moving his airport, and its pos¬ 
sible participation in a program of 
improvement of the county prop¬ 
erty previously, members of the 
board were inclined today to feel 
an injustice had been done Martin, 
by not giving him a chance to bid 
on the rental. 

Besides which, Martin flatly 
stated he did not intend abandon¬ 
ing the Eddie Martin airport, 
whether Wright started another 
one adjacent to it or not. 

This would give this section two 
airports side by side, which the 
members were inclined to feel 
would be at least one airport too 
many. 

Martin told the board that when 
his airport buildings are moved to 
make way for the extension of 
South Main street he intends to 
improve the property and continue 
with its operation. 

May Reconsider 

Yesterday the board almost de¬ 
cided, over opposition of Super¬ 
visor N. E. West, to cancel its 
new lease with Wright, and talk 
the whole thing over. 

In the first place, it felt, Wright 
had given them the impression 
that Martin was out of the airport 
company, and that Wright was 
taking over and would operate ex¬ 
clusively. Wright in the past has 
been operating the Martin airport 
on lease, and running a flying 
school there. 

So the board wrote Wright that 
it might cancel the lease any day 
now, and that a final decision 
would be made on Tuesday. 

Then the board took the case 
under advisement for a week, with 
the possibility strong that on 
Tuesday it would vote four to one 
in favor of cancelling the lease, 
and starting out all over again to 
figure out what to do with Orange 
county’s airport.

He thought the Town¬ 
send Congressional investigation 
committee in its persecuting tac¬ 
tics had brought greater solidar- 
| ity to the Townsend movement 
than would have been possible 
otherwise. Its purpose he said had 
been only evil, but good had come 
to the Townsend movement. The 
committee he pointed out failed to 
discover any weakness in the 
Townsend Plan theory of eco¬ 
nomics. Which resulted in their 
having nothing to attack. Their 
only alternative then was to at¬ 
tack its leadership and seek the 
movement’s destruction through 
discrediting its leaders. This also 
proved difficult and resulted in 
complete failure when they at¬ 
tempted such tactics with Doctor 
Townsend himself. 

The speaker declared that no 
sound argument against the Town¬ 
send Plan economics had ever yet 
been presented. If there are un¬ 
truths in its assertions of good for 
the nation no one has ever come 
forward with substantial proof of 
same. What the Townsend Plan 
advocates in the way of economic 
practice has never yet been proved 
by figures as being impossible. 
Its enemies can not refute its log¬ 
ical deductions and so they resort 
to ridicule and try to laugh it out 
of existence. But the laugh has 
been on those who oppose it in¬ 
stead, as the movement keeps on 
growing. And it will so continue 
doing, the speaker declared to be 
his belief. 

Turning to the national election 
he pointed out that it was over 
but that none of the national 
problems had been settled. All 
still continued to exist. The peo¬ 
ple were still unemployed in large 
numbers. The problem of relief 
still remains. The national budget 
is still unbalanced and likely to so 
continue for some time. Not a 
single hope exists he said outside 
of the Townsend Plan of any 
speedy solution being found for 
these problems. 

He described political conditions 
in the states recently visited. In 
Washington 5 of the 6 congres¬ 
sional representatives elected were 
Townsend endorsed. In Idaho the 
governor to be is a Townsend be¬ 
liever. He told of Senator Borah 
getting on the Townsend band 
wagon. He ridiculed the likely- 
hood of Frances Perkins having 


FORESEE RISE About 

IN FARMERS' folks 
MARKETS 


Increased demand for farm 
products in 1937 was forecast this 
week by the bureau of agricultural 
economics, U. S. D. A., in its first 
forecast report to the farm ad¬ 
visor’s office here, analyzing pros¬ 
pective production, supply and de¬ 
mand factors facing farmers in 
planning their 1937 operations. 
The bureau, summarizing the pros¬ 
pective domestic and foreign de¬ 
mand, says: 

"The demand for farm products 
in 1937 will be greater than in 
1936. Most of this prospective im¬ 
provement arises from the expect¬ 
ed Increase in domestic demand, 
although some improvement in for¬ 
eign demand also is anticipated. 

Income Rising 

"Changes in domestic demand 
for farm products are determined 
largely by changes in the income 
of consumers and industrial activi¬ 
ty. Industrial production is ex¬ 
pected to be about 10 per cent 
higher in 1937 than in 1936. The 
commodity price level also is ex¬ 
pected to be slightly higher. It is 
probable that the national income 
will be at least 10 per cent higher 
in 1937 than in 1936. 

“Improved industrial conditions 
are noted in some of the important 
foreign countries which import 
farm products from the United 
States. The full benefit of this 
foreign improvement has not been 
reflected in exports of American 
farm products because of the bar¬ 
riers to international trade which 
have been erected during the past 
decade and because of small do¬ 
mestic supplies of some farm prod¬ 
ucts which usually are exported. 

“Recent developments in con¬ 
nection with trade agreements and 
the indirect effects of devaluation 
and tentative stabilization of for¬ 
eign currencies, however, may 
mark a turning point in the ap¬ 
plication of restrictions to inter¬ 
national trade and have resulted 
in some improvement in the pros¬ 
pects for larger foreign outlets for 
American farm products." 

Exports to Canada 

Despite smaller supplies of cer¬ 
tain items due to drought the 
United States exports of farm 
products to Canada, on which Ca¬ 
nadian duties were reduced under 
the United States-Canadian trade 
agreement, were much higher dur¬ 
ing the first eight months of 1936 
than during the corresponding pe¬ 
riod of 1935, said the report. The 
value of such exports to Canada 
amounted to $12,744,000 this year 
compared with $9,379,000 during 
the corresponding eight months of 
1935. Exports to Canada of farm 
products not included in the 
agreement were valued at $19,- 
922,000 compared with $17,951,000 
for January-August in 1935. 

The outlook reports cover the 
present and prospective situation 
of the major farm commodities 
grown in the nation. Copies will 
soon be available from the farm 
advisor's office, according tc Farm 
Advisor Harold E. Wahlberg.

They repealed an ordinance in 
Orange yesterday, but it’s still in 
effect today. 

In case that's confusing, the 
Orange city council repealed the 
city's old blue law which prohib¬ 
ited circuses or dances on Sunday, 
but announced it would not issue 
any permits for such events on 
the day of rest, regardless. 

The council did. however, re¬ 
peal without any provisions that 
section of the 14-year-old ordi¬ 
nance which prohibits athletic 
events on Sunday. The American 
Legion, for instance, could now 
sponsor a professional football 
game in Orange on Sunday. 

Neither team, however, could 
turn the event into an aerial cir¬ 
cus, nor could any artful half¬ 
backs waltz through a broken 
field.

All domestic service shall 
pay SI per 1000 cubic feet per 
month; all over 1000 cubic feet 
shall pay 10 cents per 100 cubic 
feet up to 3800 cubic feet, and 
eight cents per 100 cubic feet over 
that amount.

BALTIMORE. UP) The story of 
hew a dead man’s glands were 
transplanted into another man to 
bring him from abnormality to 
normal life for two years was re¬ 
ported today before the Southern 
Medical association. 

Dr. Hugh H. Young and Wil¬ 
liam P. Didusch of the Brady 
clinic of the Johns Hopkins hos¬ 
pital discussed the ease, together 
with that of another man who ap¬ 
parently returned permanently to 
normal after a similar gland op¬ 
eration. 

Describes Case 

As described by Dr. Young, the 
first case was that of a 48-year- 
old man whose glands failed to 
secrete the powerful hormones 
which regulate the body’s func¬ 
tions. 

Shortly after he asked for an 
operation it was found that a 
healthy young man was to be ex¬ 
ecuted at a nearby penitentiary 
within two weeks. There followed 
a remarkable experiment of medi¬ 
cine. 

Arrangements were made and 
immediately following the execu¬ 
tion, the glands were removed and 
rushed to Dr. Young’s clinic where 
they were quickly transplanted to 
the abnormal man. 

Lasted Two Years 

As a result the individual 
changed almost immediately into 
a different man, the Johns Hop¬ 
kins scientists declared. 

Two years later he reported a 
gradual decline to his old self, 
however, apparently due to a fail¬ 
ure of the transplanted glands to 
eentinue functioning, Dr. Young 
said. 

On the other hand a 22-year-old 
man who was also abnormal re¬ 
ceived a similar gland transplant 
at another clinic and has con¬ 
tinued in a normal state for many 
years, he added, having graduated 
from college recently.

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Minister Tells D. A. R. the United States Has a Past as Well as a Future 


Council Has 
Session 
Here

“The United States of America 
are made, they have a full and 
glorious past, as well as the bril¬ 
liant future most people are con¬ 
cerned with nowadays!” Such were 
the climactic words of Dr. Jesse 
Kellems, noted Los Angeles minis¬ 
ter, globe-trotter, orator par excel¬ 
lence, and holder of numerous uni¬ 
versity degrees when he addressed 
more than 200 members of the 
southern district council of the 
Daughters of the American Revo¬ 
lution yesterday afternoon at the 
Santa Ana Ebell club. 

Dr. Kellems had chosen as his 
theme the making of America, dis¬ 
cussing the composite features 
that have blended together since 
the Revolutionary War to make 
the United States what he pro¬ 
claimed to be “the most remark¬ 
ably successful nation existent.” 

He referred to the current im¬ 
pressions of the United States. 

“Europeans,” he declared, “think 
of us as a colony. They deny us 
the status of nationhood. This is 
due, possibly, to our country’s 
greatest mistake—that of believ¬ 
ing that we are a melting-pot, and 
not realizing that in melting down 
immigrants to our mould, we are, 
of necessity, being moulded to a 
certain degree in their pattern. 

America’s “Future” 

“Another misapprehension as to 
the status of the United States is 
found in the writings and sayings 
of individuals everywhere, many 
of them Americans. They refuse 
to believe that America has ac¬ 
quired permanence and worthy 
traditions. They refer constantly 
to ‘the future’ of America.” 

He concluded his stirring talk 
with the assertion that America 
was possessed of a past—that, in 
fact, all modern politics and 
changes were attended by the 
ghosts that had laid down our 
fundamental principles of govern¬ 
ment, and a passionate declaration 
in favor of the old things we pos¬ 
sessed and the organizations that 
sought to maintain stability and 
tradition and conservatism. 

Dr. Kellems was introduced by 
Mrs. John Whittier Howe Hodge, 
state vice-regent of the D. A. R„ 
who acted as chairman through¬ 
out the luncheon, and introduced 
the several visiting notables, as 
well as Santa Ana’s regent, Mrs. 
J. H. Nicholson, who was chiefly 
responsible for the well-organized 
and highly enjoyable meeting.

But Those Early 'Horseless Carriages' Pointed 
The Way to the Streamlined, Lacquered,

Maybe it was just as big a thrill in the old days, but 
motoring a few decades ago wasn’t the pleasure it is now. 

When one day in October, 1892, the first automobile 
roared onto the road from the bicycle shop of the Duryea 
brothers in Springfield, Mass., it was the object of jests. 

"Roared” was the word. Its one-cylinder engine had 
no muffler; no way to control speed. Once started, it kept 
going until it hit something or the engine stopped. 

There were many other autos in early days, all follow¬ 
ing the same general style. They 
were built on buggy frames and 
maybe bicycle wheels.

Traffic on Structure Over 
S. F. Bay Moves at 
45 Miles Per 

SACRAMENTO. UP) — Loafing 
and loitering on the new San Fran- 
cisco-Oakland Bay bridge is not 
permitted, and all vehicles have 
to travel 45 miles an hour, Ray 
Ingels. state director of Motor Ve¬ 
hicles said today in outlining 
methods of handling traffic on the 
big structure, opened last week. 

After conferring with E, Ray¬ 
mond Cato, chief of the California 
Highway Patrol. Ingels declared it 
is more of a problem to keep auto- 
mobles traveling fast enough than 
to tag them for going too fast. 

The traffic speed on the bridge 
is 45 miles an hour, th same as on 
the state highways, but motor ve¬ 
hicle officials have said traffic can 
be moved safely at 50 miles an 
hour. 

Drivers of automobiles are not 
permitted to stop on the bridge 
and if they cannot keep the 45- 
miles limit they are forced to take 
the outside lines. The faster traf¬ 
fic uses the inside lane. 

“One of the problems," Ingels 
said, "that we have to guard 
against is sightseers. Vehicles are 
not allowed to stop on the bridge I 
or ‘poke along’ just for the pur- j 
pose of giving drivers and passen- \ 
gers a chance to see the scenery , 
from the bridge." 

The bridge has no foot lane for 1 
pedestrians. 


SACRAMENTO. UP )—A m b u - 
lances and emergency vehicles 
having permits to be equipped 
with red lights and sirens are ex¬ 
pected to observe traffic laws, said 
E. Raymond Cato, chief of the 
California Highway patrol. 

“The law," said Cato, "permits 
me to authorize use of this equip¬ 
ment as a warning to other ve¬ 
hicles so they may pull to one side 
and stop to permit such vehicles 
the right of way. 

“Too many times such vehicles 
are driven at speeds not at all 
necessary, especially after accident 
victims have been placed in the 
ambulance. Physicians generally 
accompany these vehicles and do 
all that can be done so that ex¬ 
cessive speed to a hospital is not 
necessary. 

“A few moments saved by high 
speeds often will not compensate 
for hazards created to others.”

SACRAMENTO. UP) — Riding 
comfort will be increased on Cali¬ 
fornia highways and eventually 
large sums saved in the cost of 
road maintenance if the product 
of several months research by 
state engineers pans out as indi¬ 
cations promise. 

The laboratories of the state's 
materials and research department 
have developed a bitumin-rubber 
fluid which, it is believed, will 
make possible the sealing of ex¬ 
pansion joints in concrete high¬ 
ways so there will be no leakage 
and consequent distortion of the 
surface. 

Sea Voyage Effect 

Motorists undoubtedly have oft¬ 
en wondered why on even new and 
costly highways warping develops 
to break the smoothness of the 
surface and give fast driving some 
of the characteristics of a sea 
voyage. It is because, the engi¬ 
neers say, no satisfactory method 
was known of coating the cracks 
left at intervals in the pavement 
to compensate for expansion due 
to heat so that water wouldn’t 
leak into the subgrade adjacent to 
the crack. This leakage caused 
either the foundation to swell or 
weakened its hearing power so 
that the surface broke under 
heavy traffic. 

The distortion of the surface 
slab increases with age, Thomas 
E. Stanton, jr., materials and re¬ 
search engineer, explains. Mois¬ 
ture on the underside of the slab 
causes an expansion of that side 
greater than that of the surface 
which is exposed to the atmos¬ 
phere. 

Passes Summer Test 

"Whether this warping is the 
result of swell of the subgrade 
or unequal expansion of the top 
and bottom of the slab, or any 
other cause, the results are de¬ 
cidedly objectionable; as regards 
riding qualities and ultimately de¬ 
structive of the pavement," Stan¬ 
ton said. 

A perfect bond and seal for the 
expansion cracks, however, is be¬ 
lieved to have been found in the 
filler which has been developed. 
It is composed of approximately 
70 per cent bitumin and 30 per 
cent rubber latex, which is poured 
into the cracks while warm. 

The new joint filler has yet to 
pass the test of winter weather, 
hut its summer-time tests made 
near Sacramento have yielded sat¬ 
isfactory result^ and the state en¬ 
gineers arc encouraged to believe 
one of the big problems of good 
road building may have been 
solved.

The first few minutes of opera¬ 
tion of the automobile engine- -so 
destructive even in warm weath¬ 
er—are doubly serious in cold win¬ 
ter months, and present a prob¬ 
lem that only scientific lubrication 
will solve for the average car 
owners, declares R. C. Harness, 
resident manager of the Western 
Auto Supply company store at 202 
North Main street. He recom¬ 
mends the use of Penn Supreme 
crankcase oil scientifically refined 
and produced expressly for West¬ 
ern Auto.

ARE SCORED 
BY INGELS 

Official Says They Fail 
To Observe Rules for 
Highway Safety 

SACRAMENTO. UP) — Nearly 
half of the 10.000 collisions involv¬ 
ing pedestrians and automobiles 
in California last year happened 
at intersections. 

Ray Ingels, director of the state 
department of motor vehicles, says 
that carelessness of pedestrians 
was largely responsible. 

Records, he declares, seem to ! 
show that those who travel on i 
foot are more prone to get into ] 
smashups in the fall than in any i 
other season. The peak of the 
pedestrian's hard luck, for the last J 
seven years, has been in Decern- ‘ 
ber. 

Disregard of such old - estab¬ 
lished safeguards as walking 
along the left hand edge of a high¬ 
way, so as to face oncoming traf¬ 
fic, caused 526 accidents last year. 
The left side custom is so uni¬ 
versal as to have been written 
into the law of this and other 
states, yet almost an accident a 
day is the proof a lot of people 
are not even taking this old time 
precaution. 

Walking behind parked cars is 
another prolific source of traffic 
injury. It accounted for 444 last 
year. Getting off street cars 
brought injury to 354; there were 
265 children hurt playing in the 
streets and 152 were hit while 
parking on the highway to repair 
their cars. Ninety persons were 
struck while standing in safety 
zones. 

Los Angeles county had 150 
fatal accidents, nearly half of the 
state's 360 for the year. San 
Francisco with its unusual street 
pattern had only 23. Nineteen 
counties had no fatal accidents 
and nine either had none at all or 
failed to report any. 

There were 3040 accidents in 
the entire state, of which 2680 
were non-fatal.

Inspector Says Short 
Weight Artist Has 
Been Banned 


It is only natural that Chrysler, 
a pioneer in the use of steel bodies, 
should constantly improve on this 
type of construction. The all-steel 
bodies used on the Chrysler Royal 
and Chrysler Imperial for 1937, 
says O. R. Haan, local dealer, em¬ 
body a number of such improve¬ 
ments, with the result that both 
strength and safety have been en¬ 
hanced. 

The cowl construction has been 
strengthened and stiffened by a 
new type of Z-bar bracing. This 
bracing at both the top and bot¬ 
tom of the cowl ties the box sec¬ 
tion front corner posts, cowl and 
floor much more rigidly together 
and forms a box construction at 
the door hinges. A bracing on the 
windshield belt bar helps to 
strengthen the entire upper cowl. 

Doors Strengthened 

Doors have been strengthened 
and all possibility of sagging has 
been eliminated. Gusset plates in 
the lower front comer of the front 
door have been redesigned to in¬ 
crease strength. The channels for 
the sliding portions of the front 
door window have been moved to 
the center of the door. This to¬ 
gether with a new horizontal 
member gives the door additional 
bracing. 

The center post, made of box 
section steel has been stiffened 
and given a wider flare at the top. 
A new rabbetted or offset surface 
of both center post and door edge 
gives a more sturdy construction 
and at the same time prevents 
drafts from entering around the 
door edges. 

Rear ends have been strength¬ 
ened. The separate frame of the 
two rear windows add new brac¬ 
ing to the rear panel. New brack¬ 
ets have been added at the ex¬ 
treme lower rear corners of the 
body. These, with new diagonal 
braces from the rear quarter win¬ 
dows to the rear of the wheel 
housing, contribute to strength 
and rigidity. 

Tops Solid Steel 

A new one-piece steel top is 
welded to the sturdy body con¬ 
struction giving a complete steel 
box. These tops are one solid piece 
of steel extending back from the 
cowl to the trunk or luggage com¬ 
partment opening. They are 
stamped in one solid unit by huge 
presses. The steel top is fastened 
to the steel sides of the body by 
a new method. 

The lower edge of the top panel 
is turned in and the new drip 
moulding is welded to the flange 
thus formed. The upper edge of 
the side panel is turned in and up 
and is joined to the top by pinch 
welding, a very sturdy type of 
construction. Thus the floor, top 
and sides of this new all-steel 
body all receive strengthening 
qualities from one another and 
the whole assembly is remarkably 
rigid and durable. One may see 
these cars at 505 South Main 
street, showrooms of O. R. Haan. 


SACRAMENTO. CP) — "Gyp”

In the drive to clean the state 
of shortv/eighters and off-color 
dealers, Brenton said, "state in¬ 
spectors have found lines tapped 
to break the suction pull” so that 
the purchaser would not get his 
full amounts. 

"They have found fill pipes lo¬ 
cated a block from the retail point 
in order that night deliveries of 
inferior products could be made 
without any hint of suspicion 
against the point of actual retail 
distribution. 

Dilution Watched 

"The mixing or blending of gas¬ 
oline with kerosene or a petroleum 
solvent, while not a universal 
practice, was a common one, par¬ 
ticularly in one or two sections 
of the state. 

"These methods of ’gypping’ the 
motoring public, have been cut to 
a minimum and in many counties 
have been eliminated.” 

To illustrate the importance of 
oil and gasoline substitution law 
enforcement, Brenton said that: 

Big Loss 

"When we consider that the 
gasoline refining companies paid a 
state road tax on 1,476,000,000 
gallons of gasoline in 1935, it can 
be seen readily that in dispensing 
such gallonage. the smallest per¬ 
centage of adulteration or mis¬ 
representation of this tremendous 
volume results in a total loss to 
the consumer in dollars and cents 
that can reach, and has reached 
In the past, a figure of staggering 
proportion. 

"Using one quart of motor oil 
to 40 gallons of gasoline, or one 
gallon of motor oil to 160 gallons 
of gasoline as a basis for estimat¬ 
ing the gallons of motor oil sold 
in 1935, we find the figure to be 
9.225,000 gallons of motor oil 
ranging in price from 10 cents 
per quart to 35 cents per quart. 

Substitutes Sold 

"Here again was a rich field 
for the unethical dealers, partic¬ 
ularly those advertising higher 
priced merchandise, to reap a har¬ 
vest perhaps only a few cents 
from each individual buyer, but 
taking the volume into considera¬ 
tion those few cents rapidly 
mounted into dollars all taken 
from the motoring public.

The certificates also sig¬ 
nify that brakes are in good shape 
and meet the state specifications 
set forth in the motor vehicle act. 

Besides cooperation with the 
state policy in these drives, Fire¬ 
stone urged motorists to equip 
their cars with new tires that 
have plenty of non-skid for stop¬ 
ping on wet, slippery streets. The 
four most dangerous driving 
months of the year are ahead and 
every precaution should be taken 
for safety, the tire man said. 

Motorists who find it inconveni¬ 
ent to drive their cars in for free 
brake tests may, according to 
Firestone, phone the Firestone 
service dealers closest to them for 
free pick-up and delivery service
